In the Edmonton district, that is 
throughout Alberta north of Red Deer, the pro- 
portion of wheat to the whole crop is greater than 
ever before. This part of Alberta is essentially 
an oat country. It is here that the cereal which 
(it is modestly claimed) produces the best both of 
men and horses is grown in greatest abundance 
and perfection. Naturally it has been the leading 
crop. But as the price of oats has gone down 


more greatly than that of wheat the inclination | 


of the farmer is to increase his wheat acreage and 
decrease that of his oats. Last season, for the first 
time in the farm history of the distriet the oat 
crop was a partial failure, owing to excessively 


ary and hot weather. Because of that condition | 


more land than usual was summer fallowed. More 
land being ready for wheat this spring more wheat 


was sown. Wheat demands more carefnl harvest- 


ing than oats. For these reasons and for the fur. 


ther reason that crops give promise of being 
exceptionaly heavy, more harvest labor will be 
needed in this district than in any previous year. 
Under the conditions of several years past, with a 
large oat acreage and a light crop it was possible 
for the farmer 
very little hired help. The problem of harvest 
labor did not touch this district as seriously as it 
did those districts that were exclusively wheat 
producing. Now, however, we are facing a new 
condition and would do well to recognize it in 
good time. 

It is important that every proper facility 
should be provided to bring farmer and laborer 
together with the least possible delay or cost. The 


system of employment agencies located in conven- | 


ient centres such as this city was found in prac- 
tice to be of advantage in enabling prospective 
employer and employee to get together. Until a 
few years ago an employment agency in Alberta 
was a private enterprise. There were five to ten 
in this city. The man who wanted help and the 
man who wanted work paid the agent a fee for 
his services ip bringing them together. Serious 
abuses and injustices grew up. Then a system of 
government inspection and regulation was im- 
posed, which beld abuses in check and gave satis 
faction to both employer and employee. And then, 
without cause or provocation, an order was issued 
by the provincial government abolishing private 
employment agencies and establishing in their 


place an agency as apart of the government’s eivil | 


service. Jt was never made clear just what was 
the cause of the action taken. But it was believed 
to have been instigated by the Union government 


of the Dominion of that day. But no matter where 


the instigation came from the private agencies 
were abolished by order of the local government 
and a single agency was established in their 
place by the same authority. For whatever has 
since been done or left undone by the employment 
agency the local government is responsible. } 
Farmers residing in the neighborhood of the 
city contend that the government employment 
agency has been conducted as an adjunct of the 
political labor party of the city. Instead of the | 
endeavor of the agency being to put the farmer 
and laborer in touch with each other so that they 
could reach a mutual agreement as to wages anc | 
working conditions, the agency has been used to 
manipulate the labor supply for the aggrandize 
ment of the labor party, rather than to secure 
work and wages for the man who wanted them 
lp for the man who needed help.

The total estimated cost of these proposed ex-

improvement in the net earnings of the system,

Railways, however, cannot be built withont 
| spending money, and there is no way to get the 
| money but to borrow it and pay interest on it. 
| When the government went into the railway busi 
ness it assumed a responsibility beyond that of 
the existing indebtedness of the roads which it 
bought. It became also liable for the added ex 
penditure which will be necessary to make the 
National system do its part to accommodate the 
traffic requirements of the country and to provide 
for the settlement and development of territory 
|which cannot be brought into productive use 
without an iron road to the outside markets 
government ownership of railways 
there must be no more construction in territory 
dependent upon the Government system, that 
policy would be the immediate and inevitable cause 
of wide-spread and indefinite stagnation. It 
would, in that case, be more than folly to spend 


from Europe and go upon land too far from rail 
| way facilities to be capable of profitable cultiva- 
tion. It would be equally useless to look for 
| the opening up and utilization of timber and min 
leral resources remote from existing means of 
transportation, unless this need were provided by 
}the C.P.R. Those who approve the adoption of 
the policy of government ownership are bound to

| ment owned lines and of building new ones when

Whatever may have been the case in the other 
provinces, the extensions which were to have been 
made in Alberta would have travelled a part of 
| the province that is capable of easy cultivation, 
and into which the settlers have pushed in ad- 
vance of the railways. There was every prospec! 
that when completed they would have found quite 
the average amount of local traffic to handle, and 
they would haveserved the additions] purpose of 
| connecting up existing National lines in a way to 
| provide more direct routes and therefore more ad 
vantageous conditions for through freight. Gov 
ernment money for construction is not plentiful, 
| but it will be made none the more plentiful by 
| leaving partially completed National branch lines 
ending nowhere, and by refusing to build new

tions. Jf the remedy for the deficit habit into 
‘which the government system has fallen is to get 
more traffic, that will have to be sought by build 
ng new roads when the occasion demands, as wel!
